There  were  13  Accidental  Deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  y©ar?  as 
compared  with  16  for  the  previous  year®  11  of  these  deaths  were  in  the 
age  group  65  years  and  overt,  Of  these  11  deaths 9 9 were  caused  by  falls 
in  their  homes  and  chronic  sick  hospitals®  The  remainder  of  the 
accidental  deaths,,  2 in  number 9 were  caused  by  a motor  vehicle  accident 
and  a carbon  monoxide  poisoning* 

The  Horae  Help  Service^  even  though  performing  much  useful  work  in 
the  performance  of  essential  duties  of  the  household^  leaves  much  to  be 
accomplished  in  the  way  of  other  needs  of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick* 

There  is  still  considerable  scope  for  voluntary  work  in  this  sphere* 
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Deaths  in  the  Borough  exceeded  births  by  306,  This  excess  of  deaths 
over  births  has  been  the  pattern  for  the  Borough  for  the  last  ten  years* 
Deaths  exceeded  births  in  the  Llanelli  Divisional  area  as  a whole,  and  this 
trend  must  be  of  concern  to  the  future  of  the  area*  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  provision  ©f  new  industries  in  the  region  will  provide  suitable 
opportunities  for  the  educated  and  trained  youth  to  remain  in  the  area. 

Cancer : 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Cancer  deaths  during  the  year# 
There  were  only  79  deaths  as  compared  with  103  for  the  previous  year* 

There  was  an  increase  of  2 in  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Uterus,  In  all 
other  groups  of  Cancer  Deaths s there  was  a decrease  in  the  numbers,  ex™ 
cept  for  Leukaemia , the  one  death  being  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

There  were  19  Male  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs,  bronchus,  as 
compared  with  23  for  1967,  There  were  4 female  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer, 
as  compared  with  3 for  the  previous  year.

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.. 
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Diohtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year,  343  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  217 
of  these  being  in  the  age  qroup  0=5  years.  In  addition-  481  children 
in  the  County  of  Carmarthenshire  in  the  age  group  0-5  years  were  immun- 
ised' under  computer  arrangement.  The  number  of  Llanelli  children  in  this 
total  of  481  is  not  known-  No  relaxation  can  be  afforded  in  making  young 
parents  aware  of  the  great  dangers  and  high  death  rate  from  this  disease 
in  the  not  so  far  distant  past,  I cannot  cvers  tress  the  fact  that  it  is 
only  by  maintaining  a high  level  of  immunisation  In  the  population  that 
outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  can  be  avoidedt 

The  importance  of  immunisation  is  shown  from  the  figures  for  deaths 
from,  and  notifications  of  Diphtheria  in  England  and  Wales  since  1948s-

Whooping  Cough. 

Only  one  ease,  a boy  aged  three  years*,  was  notified  during  the  year* 
as  compared  with  23  cases  for  the  previous  year*  The  number  of  children 
in  the  Borough  under  five  years  of  age  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough 
totalled  204.-,  In  addition*  481  children  in  the  County  of  Carmarthenshire, 
in  the  age  group  0 » 5 years  were  immunised  under  computer  arrangement. 

The  number  of  Llanelli  children  in  this  total  of  481  is  not  known, 

Measles : 

Fifty-three  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year*  27  Males 
and  26  Females*  Nineteen  of  these  cases  were  in  the  age  group  5=9 
years.  There  were  298  cases  notified  in  196?  and  113  cases  in  1966®

Mo  case  ©f  Erysipelas  was  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year, 
Dysentery : 

Twenty-six  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year,  com** 
pared  with  eleven  cases  for  the  previous  year.  All  the  cases  were 
irwesticiatedo  In  addition,  3 cases  of  Gastro  Enteritis  from  a large 
local  supermarket  involving  food  handlers  were  also  investigated. 

Faeces  samples  from  all  the  notified  Dysentery  cases,  the  Gastro 
Enteritis  cases.,  and  all  immediate  contacts  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  In  all,  44  samples  of  faeces 
were  submitted  for  examination,  the  result  being  negative  in  all 
instances.

Thirty -two  persons  from  the  Llanelli  area  were  treated  at  the 
Venereal  Disease  Clinics  at  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital,  Swansea  and 
Glanqwili  Hospital,  Carmarthen,  These  cases  comprised  of  four  of 
Gonorrhoea  and  twenty-eight  of  Other  Conditions®

There  were  3 deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  -

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The  provisional  death  rat©  for  England  and  Wales  for  1968  was  30

The  treatment  ©f  Tuberculosis  patients  is  undertaken  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  through  the  Chest  Physicians*

The  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of  Tuber-

Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria 
which  are  not  less  than  40  miles  from  the  residence  of  the  applicant* 
and  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions?- 

(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because  of  the 
patients  serious  condition,  or  that  the  visit  would,  in 
medical  ©pinion*  do  the  patient  good  and  aid  response  to 
the  treatment* 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey  the  relatives 
concerned  are  unable  to  afford  it  from  their  own  re- 
sources without  substantial  hardship® 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above*  the  assistance  is  restricted 
to  one  relative  every  month  or  two  relatives  every  two 
months,  unless  a senior  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Hospital  certifies  that  more  frequent  visits  are 
essential  on  account  of  the  patient’s  serious  condition,
